That other business, which rarely is mentioned in press re­ 
ports, is reviewed iii a recent bulletin of the League Asso­ 
ciation in New York. 
This work on international trade, improvement of health 
conditee.s. agriculture, flood control and other fields is fill- h 
ing a definite need and should be continued.

League the activity in these fields appears small.
